BERLIN, (AP)—The Allied control council Thursday 
rejected all clemency pleas of 16 convicted Nazi war criminals. 
A communique drafted by the four-power council an- 
nounced the decision after two three-hour sessions, Wednesday 
and Thursday. The control council is the last resort for the 
11 doomed to die. 


The council also rejected petitions of Hermann Goering, 


Wilhelm Keitel and Alfred Jodl to be shot instead of hanged. 


Order Forbids All U.S. Flights 


Over Soviet-Controlled Areas 


LONDON, (CP)—Pan American Airways announced 
Thursday it had halted all service to middle Europe following 
a United States military order forbidding flights over Czech- 
oslovakia or Russian-controlled territory in Hungary, Romania, 
Germany and Austria. 

(The unexpected suspension of American plane flights 
over Czechoslovakia was lifted suddenly Wednesday by 
United States headquarters in Europe, but a military ban 
was continued on flights either by civil or military planes 
over Romania and Hungary, according to a dispatch from 


Frankfurt). 
“Until further clarification of the situation,’ the airline 


said, “all Pan American services to middle Europe will be halted 


in Brussels.” 
The statement said a Pan American clipper from Prague 


to Vienna was turned back Wednesday by United States military | 


orders which said no civil or military aircraft would be per- | 
mitted to fly over Czech or Russian-controlled territory in 
Hungary or Romania from Oct. 9 to 14.

The second group, 
they said, would include Nazi peo- | 
ples’ court judges who issued sum- | 
mary death sentences, often without 
even hearing defence testimony.

Agricultural Prices Support board, 
Car] J. Stimpfle, president of the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union, said Thurs- 
day. Parity prices ar@ those which, 
in the opinion of the A.F.U., would 
establish a “proper relationship” be- 
tween what the farmer sells and 
what he buys. 

Mr. Stimpfle has just returned 
from Ottawa with other members of 
the farm delegation from Alberta 
and Saskatchewan that interviewed 
the dominion government. As a re- 
sult of these interviews, the non-de- 
livery strike was called off at the 
week-end. 

Alberta members of the delegation 
who returned with Mr. Stimpfle 
were W. J. Logan, of Holden, and 
A. H. Hadland. of Baldonnel, B.C. 
A delegation from the United Farm- 
ers of Canada, Saskatchewan sec- 
tion, was composed of Frank T. Ap- 
pleby, president, and George Bick- 
erton, 

“The non-delivery strike has been | 
postponed,” said Mr. Stimpfle. “This 
will give us time to make our report 
to our annual provincial convention 
in Edmoriton during the first week 
of December. It will also give the 
government time to put parity | 
prices into operation and there will | 
be an opportunity for fresh guidance 
to be given by our convention.” 

Mr. Stimpfle added, “We did not 
get all we wanted but we have a 
cornerstone on which we can build.” 


He said it had been shown that 
the present act does not provide for 
what the delegation actually re- 
quested and this meant parliameht 
would have to meet before new leg- ; 
islation making any changes could 
be introduced. 

Nevertheless, the Agricultural 
Prices Support board has a wide 
range of powers, Mr. Stimpfle com- 
mented. 

“Statisticians are being put to 
work immediately on parity prices 
though a lot of data had been gath- 
ered before,” he said.

“We will send in two or three 
names and Saskatchewan will do 
likewise,” he said.

80 Vacant Homes - 
Reported in City

OTTAWA.— While uncounted 
thousands of Canadians wearily 
search for a place to live, in all the 
main population centres of the 
dominion between Sept. 15 and Sept. 
21 there were only about 1,000 va- 
cant dwelling units. 


This figure is the preliminary re- 
sult of a coast-to-coast survey in 
88 municipalities where there is 
letter carrier service. For one week, 
| 4,700 postal carriers undertook to 
watch for and report vacant houses, 
duplexes or apartments. 

The numbers in leading popula- 
tion centres were pitifully small. 
The survey did not cover new 
houses, but did cover all other

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Will Favor New Constitution 


By Ross Munro 
PARIS, (CP)—Gen. Charles de 


Gaulle Wednesday witened the gap 
between himself and @e three 
major French political parties by 
flatly advising his fellow citizens to 
vote “No” to the proposed new 
French constitution, 


Speaking only four days before 
France votes in a referendum on the 
controversial issue, Gen. de Gaulle 
declared: 


“IT ardently hope that in the in- 


terests of France, Frenchmen and 
French women will say ‘No’ next 
Sunday.” 


The constitution is backed by the 
Communists, Socialists and Mouve- 
ment Republicain Populaire but it 
has been opposed stubbornly by 
Gen. de Gaulle, the great French 
war leader who now belongs to no 
party but wields an unknown power 
over the French electorate, 

It is Gen. de Gaulle’s stand on 
the constitution which gives Sun- 
day's vote added drama, for the 
referendum also may be taken as 
a measure of the general's personal 
popularity. It may in fact turn 
out to be a plebiscite for or against 
Gen. de Gaulle. 

De Gaulle Opposes 

Despite Gen. de Gaulle’s personal 
campaign against the constitution— 
which he insists, among other 
things, gives too little power to tha 
president—general opinion in Paris 
seems to be that the constitution 
will be accepted by about 60 to 40. 
It will be a tremendous bombshell 
if it is rejected. 

Those who think the constitution 
will be approved stress that this 
time the M.R.P. is fighting for the 
constitution, while in the first refer- 
endum last May 5 this powerful 
party opposed the constitution, 
which was rejected by the compar- 
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atively narrow margin of 10,500,000 
against 9,000,000 

Last May the M.R.P. opposed the 
constitution principally because of 
one article which stipulated that 
civil liberties must be suspended if 
the assembly voted the republic to 
be in danger. The electorate fol- 
lowed the M._R.P. lead in regarding 
this clause as dangerous should it 
be used by the 
device for seizing power 

Remove Offending Clause 

But in the last five months anoth- 
er constitution has been laborious- 
ly hammered out The offending 
clause is not included ‘he new 
draft provides for an assembly and 
an upper house called the council 
of the republic, which would lack 
a veto power 

A broad section of the electorate 
probably shares Gen. de Gaulle’s 
view that the constitution will not 
be strong enough and the president- 
jal power too limited. But they may 
decide to risk this danger to free 
France from short-lived provisional 
governments, for if the constitution 
is not accepted another constituent 
assembly will go to work for a third 
time to draft another tentative con- 
stitution 

Assuming the constitution passes, 
a general election will be held for 
the assembly in three weeks and 
France will be on a normal poitical 
road again—but even then a road 
with many pitfalls because of the 
three-way division of political 
strength between the M R.P., Social- 
ists and Communists. ~

Exports Lifeblood 
Of Newfoundland 


ST. JOHN'S Nfld, (CP) — The 
vulnerability of Newfoundland’s 
economy may prove to be the 
deciding factor in the choice of 
the future form of government for 
the now commissioned-controlled 
island. 

Newfoundlanders point to the fact 
there are few countries as vulner- 
able as their own to external shocks. 
The greater part of the island's 
372,000 population lives on the re- 
turns from exports of fish products, 
newsprint and mineral ores. 

Estimates of the available male 
labor force vary, but the 1935 
census set it a 77,700 Of this 
figure more than 36,000 were in 
the fish industry, About 9,000 were 
in the newsprint industry and about 
2,000 in the mining industry. The 
remainder was in agriculture, 
manufacturing, construction and 
professional and other services. 

The island has little or no 
domestic market for the things 
it can produce in quantity and it 
has to import practically all the 
things it needs. The result is 
that the volume of imports is 
usually dependent on the returns 
from exports. 

The government depends on 
tariffs on imports for most of its 
revenue. Last year, for instance, of 
the government's revenue of $33,- 


000,000, more than $17,000,000, came 


from tariffs, 

When the mrakets for almost all 
products slumped throughout the 
world during the great depression 
imports into Newfoundland dropped 
accordingly and consequently 
caught in the downward swing 
was the government's revenue. 

The island's economy went into 
the tailspin which led to the loss 
of responsible government and to 
the appointment by the United 
Kingdom in 1934 of a commission 
government,

The Voters’ List 


Edmonton is getting to be a big place, 
Ten years ago there were 50,670 names on 
the voters’ list. This year the number is not 
far short of 74,000, and that figure may be 
topped when the court of revision has ad- 
ded names which were missed in the origi- 
nal compilation. 

An increase of 46% in ten years of those 
eligible to vote is a convenient and very con- 
vincing indicator of the rate at which the 
population of the city has been growing. 
When all is said, nothing short of phenome- 
nal building activity could have kept hous- 
ing capacity in step with this fast increasing 
demand. 

This year there will be 60 polling sta- 
tions, an increase of 17. These extra facili- 
ties were required less because of congestion 
at polls last year than because settlement 
has been spreading into the wide open spaces 
which used to make Edmonton distinctive. 
The residential areas have been expanding 
geographically, as well as filling in. 

As has been the practice for some years, 
each voter will be sent a notice telling him 
where he may vote. And incidentelly re- 
minding him that it is his duty to do so. 
Last year this personal reminder was wasted 
effort, for more than two-thirds of the vo- 
ters did not trouble to go to the polls, after 
a campaign which had stirred up more in- 
terest than had been shown in several pre- 
ceding contests, 

In figures, slightly more than 28 per 
cent of those eligible to vote last year did 
vote. Thus far little has occurred to stir 
up voter-interest, from which it may be in- 
ferred that the prospect is not good for a 
higher per centage of ballots being marked 
when polling day comes again, a few weeks 
hence. 

It is to be hoped however that the un- 
expected will happen, and a sharp depart- 
ure made from the ridiculously small vote 
which has characterized Edmonton elections 
for many years. 


Those Juke Boxes 

Ever since the suggestion was made in 
the House of Commons that the Government 
should impose a special tax on juke boxes, 
a general public attack on these noisy devices 
has been waged in the eastern press, 

This recent comment of the Brockville 
Recorder and Times is typical of much Can- 
adian sentiment: 


“The day is fast approaching when the 


eating establishments minus juke boxes will 
be those attracting the most business. There 
can be no pleasure in patronizing restaur- 
ants or kindred establishments which allow 
such noises, growing more hideous and un- 
musical all the time, to be turned loose upon 
innocent people whose patience has almost 
reached the point of exhaustion.” 

There is a great deal of logic in this 
point of view. Restaurant proprietors aré¢ 
doubtless impressed by the amount of money 
deposited in juke boxes by the small minority 
which requires a raucous racket with its 
food. But the proprietor’s share of this pro- 
fit does not begin to compare with the loss 
in revenue through the positive refusal of 
many people to take their meals to the ac- 
companiment of senseless ballads nasally 
rendered, 

For a five cent piece, one person can set 
one of these infernal machines going for 
three or four minutes, A dime will purchase 
seven or eight minutes of bedlam. Mean- 
while, the quiet diner is unable to indulge in 
table conversation or even to hear himself 
think. 

Surely the Whims of the cigarette and 
coffee trade should not be permitted to drive 
away the sober and more conservative diners 
who usually spend three or four times as 
much at one sitting as the average juke box 
addict who requires, not food, but barbaric 
stimulation, 


Soviet Accuracy 

Ilya Ehrenburg, Russia’s ace journalist, 
Spent a few days in Canada some three 
months ago and has been expatiating in the 
Soviet press about this country since his 
return home 

Mr, Ehrenburg did not like Canada or 
Canadians. He found Canadian newspaper- 
men “evasive” and subjected to rigid govern- 
ment controls, Canada was bled white by 
Britain, he declared. There was no national

Perhaps his most illuminating com- 
ments, in recent days, have had to do with 
Ottawa. Of Canada’s capital he writes:

WASHINGTON—From out where 
the tall corn grows a sizzling sound 
can be heard in Washington—and 
it is emphatically not the boiling 
of steaks, nor is it music to the 
ears of the Truman administration 

It is the sound of the great

Homes for Northern Alberta veterans and as quickly as possible was emphasi- 
zed by speakers at a supper meeting attended by more than 60 Edmonton members 
of the home building industry held in the Masonic Temple Wednesday night. The 
meeting, sponsored by the Edmonton Retail Lumbermen’s Association, was atten-

He 
reported that two carloads of 
nails, enough to complete’ the 
veterans’ houses under the pro-

Request that passes on the street railway be granted to resid- 
ents of Edmonton who are in receipt of old age pensions is to 
be made at the next meeting of the city council by a delegation 
from the Edmonton branch of the Social Security League of 
Canada.

This demand is made with the explanation that the Dominion 
budget grants income tax exemption to single persons to the 
amount of $720 annually, indicating that amount is required for 
substance, and also with the cost of living rapidly increasing, 
the government has recognized the increase by increased cost-of- 
living bonuses and increased wages,

Rural telephones also are increas- 
ing in number, but here again lack 
of equipment to install the necessary 
wiring and receivers are keeping 
many farmers still begging for tele- 
phone service 

A considerable drop in the num- 
ber of long distance calls has been 
noticed during the past two or three 
weeks since the inception of the 
farmers’ non-delivery strike, With 
livestock shipments tied up almost 
100 percent, few business calls of 
this type are being made, and a cor- 
responding drop in long distance

| Vancouver at the 17th annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr. Mitchell ,editor of Western 
Business and Industry, said he was 
convinced the rank and file otf 
| Canadians were not in favor of 
a general strike. But, he added, 
| politically-minded people in the 
| labor movement with Communist 
| tendencies were out to destroy free 
enterprise. So far they had been 
able to-run the crowd just about 
where they wanted them to go, he 
said. 

“We are not going to meet this 
measure of labor control unless we 
take the measure of the men who 
are, in many instances, running 
the labor movement with political 
ends in mind,” he added. 

Business and government can and 
must help the responsible elements 
in organized labor to come to the 
top. Business can help by insisting 
as it is doing now in certain new 


contracts in the United States, that_ 


union decisions concerning the 
contract be reached by democratic 
processes and that any strike 
action depend on a truly repre- 
sentative secret ballot. 

“Business can screw up its 
courage in labor negotiations and 
demand more union responsibility, 
more assurances of the agreement 
being honored 

“Government can help by moving 
to change a situation in which labor 
unions are the last area of reposed 
trust operating without super- 
vision though they have control 
of men’s lives and can injure the 
welfare of entire great communities 
of people. 

“Unions are the last stronghold 
‘of monopolistic power running 
without responsibility. That situae 
on cannot continue indefinjtely.” 

Mr. Mitchell suggested that one 
way in which strike threats could 


be minimized would be through 
business emphasizing personnel 
departments, in which employes 


could discuss their problems with 
employers on an equal basis,

Won't Come Here 


By Richard Sanburn 

OTTAWA. — Several thousand 
wives and dependents of Canadian 
| servicemen, who are still in the 
United Kingdom and on the con- 
tinent, will never come to Canada. 

This is in spite of the fact that 
sufficient shipping is now available 
to bring all remaining dependents 
to Canada by the end of the year, 
most of them by Christmas. 

The situation, to which no pub- 
licity is being given, arises because 
of marriages in which the bride 
has changed her mind about want- 
ing to live in Canada, or where 
the Canadian husband has arrived 
home and changed his mind about 
wanting his overseas wife to come. 
And there are many marriages 
which simply have gone wrong 

10,000 Still Overseas 

Unofficial estimates say there are 
about 4,000 wives and children who 
will not come to Canada, 

Latest official figure is that there 
are roughly 10,000 wives and depend- 
ents of Canadian servicemen still 
overseas, in the United Kingdom, 
in France, Belgium and Holland. 

Wives overseas are being urged 
to make application before Oct. 15 
if they want to take advantage of 
free transportation to Canada. After 
Nov. 30, many of the facilities now 
available overseas will be withdrawn. 

This is interpreted as one of 
several moves designed to force 
separated husbands and wives to 
make up their minds now if they 
wish to reunite and settle down 
in Canada 

Set Dead Lines 

Any dependents who have not 
boarded a ship by Dec. 1 will lose 
their entitlement to free transpor- 
tation, but may be granted the 
right if circumstances warrant. And 
as of June 30, 1947, the Canadian 
government accepts no responsi- 
bility for wives and children still 
overseas, as far as bringing them 
ito Canada is concerned 
There are a good many cases, 
delayed travelling to Canada 
valid reasons, such as family illness, 
lack of housing accomodation in 
Canada, desire to wait until the 
husband has established himself in 
life. However, more than 
fone third of the dependents re- 
|maining overseas have no 
reason

Shortages i in U. S. 
Give Mob Scenes | 


NEW YORK, (AP)—A_ sharply 
etched picture of shortages of meat, 
soap, sugar, toilet 
key living items—worse in 
instances than during the bleakest 
war days—was disclosed Wednesday 
by a survey of 45 cities in the Unit- 
ed States 

Major American communities re- 
ported many normal essentials had 
either gone from the shelves en- 
| tirely, disappeared under the coun- 
| ter to become so-called “stoop items” 
jfor favored customers, or were 
j available only to the lucky or con- 
stant shopper. 
| The country-wide check showed: 
| In 40 of the 45 cities meat was 
}either not available at all, or a 
}small fraction of normal 

Soap Disappears 
| In all 45 cities soap Was becom- 
ing almost a collector's item. 

In 24 cities sugar was scarce or 
even in acute shortage. Sixteen 
communities lsited toilet tissue 
among the top scarcities. 

Cooking oils and fats, shortening, 
salad dressing, salad oils, oleomar- 
garine, lard, syrup and other items 
containing sugar were short in vary- 
ing degrees in most cities, 

Reports of minor disturbances in 
the dash to capture scarce items 
were scattered across the United 
States, 

In Columbus, O., where 
housewives were reported to be 
bribing the butcher with gifts of 
whisky, one wishful buyer lost a 
tooth and two were scratched when 
35 women rushed a clerk who was 
bringing out a carton of soap 
flakes. ‘ 

Face Mob Scenes 

An Albuquerque, N.M., 
also had = advertised soap and 
shortening had to close its doors 
against a throng. A Brooklyn meat 
market, which passed the word 
around that it had plenty, was the 
scene of a continuing mob perform- 
ance until the police came
